Otis Eefuses Armistice, 


City Market. 


Manila, May 20—General Gengorio 


del Pilas, commander of the insurgent 
forces in front of General Lawton, 
Lieutenant Colonel Barretto, judge ad- 
vocate, Major Zealcita of Aguinaldo's 
staff, and Senor Graciognza^a, a mem- 
ber of the Filipino cabinet, Commis- 
sioners appointed to co-onerate -with 
three citiaens of Manila to negotiate 
terms of peace with the American com- 
missioners arrived at S.15 this morning 
and were driven to the palace. 


Proposition B efnsed. 


They -were closeted with General Otis 


for half an hour. The interview was 
decidedly unsatisfactory. 
The com- 


mission had nothing to propose, being 
unempowered, to negotiate terms. It 
brought direct communication 
from 


Aguinaldo asking an armistice pending 
the decision of the: Filipino congress 
as to what policy should be adopted. 
General Otis refused to entertain the 
proposition. The commissioners then 
visited the vessels of the navy and. also 
their families. 


As Otis Reports It. 


General Otis sent this cable to Wash- 


ington: "Commissioners from Aguin- 
aldo arrived this morning. They wish 
to consult the United States commis- 
sion, which they will do the 22d. Their 
power is limited. Apparently an armis- 
tice is a condition precedent to nego- 
tiations. Aguinaldo asks a cessation of 
"hostilities to'ascertain the desires of the 
Filipino people." 


A Porto Rtcan Welcome. 


The expedition up the 
Rio> Grande 


met no resistance on, the outskirts of 
San Luis, where several hundred Fili- 
pinos were entrenched on the bank of 
the streams. Gatling shells dispersed 
them. Sharpshooters, however, caused 
trouble, wounding two 
Americans. 


Groups of natives displayed white 
sheets and anything white on poles and 
shouted ""We doom/' Captain Grant is 
in command of the gunboats landed be- 
Uore the trooDS arrived and met a 
Porto Rican welcome. Men were dis- 
tributed to guard the town. Hundreds 
returned from the swamps, bearing im- 
provised flags of truce. 
Capuchin 


priests say it ia useless to try and con- 
vince the natives that the Americans 
have not come to oppress them, as they 
believed in their leaders, who have 
strongly impressed the opposite belief 
on them. 


The Industrious Natives. 


As soon as Major Kobbe reached San 


Luis, the natives raided the insurgent's 
rice stores, emerging like ants and 
rushing home with bags on their heads. 
The rebels returned Thursday night 
and burned part of the town. The river 
is covered with thatched canoes, bear- 
ing whole families down to a place of 
safety inside the 
American lines. 


Thousands of boats have passed. 


The Nebraska's Itest. 


The Nebraska regiment marched from 


San Fernando to Calumpit today for SO 
days' rest. There are only 300 of the 
weather beaten veterans. Two of the 
companies are mere squads, and all 
show unmisfcakeable marks of a tough 
cmpaign. But the soldiers are happy, 
though weak, cheering and yelling like 
school boys, 


The Americana have entire control of 


the situation, if the rainy season does 
not set in within 10 days, and make fur- 
ther military operations impossible, 
should the insurgents still prove intrac- 
table. 


The purpose of the native leaders to 


give up the struggle against American 
authority was made known by two dele- 
gates of the native peace commission 
who remained in San Isidro when it was 
captured and surrendered to Lawton'3 
advance guard. In conversation with 
American officers, they stated that the 
Insurgent forces have been for the last 
four days willing to secure peace on 
any terms that General Otis might see 
fit to otter. 


They declare that General Lawton, by 


his rapid and energetic advance from 
Baltnag, has not allowed their forces a 
moment's cessation from fighting. The 
delegates add, as their most important 
information, that Aguinaldo himself will 
sue for peace through the peace com- 
mission within two days. If he does not 
£o act, the government will promptly 
repudiate him, as four-fifths of the na- 
tives are weary of the war, and desire 
the early ending of hostilities.

Blasting: With Hlgri Pressure Steam.. 


H. Schr.w cf St. Loms proposes to 


blast •with high pressure steam instead 
of the r.susl inflammable explosives 
•which aro so dangerous in fiery mines. 
Mr. Schaw suggests that a cartridge of 
water, lodged in a shot hole, could be 
converted into steam at a pressure of 
about 150 pounds per square inch by 
means of low tension electricity, and 
the cartridge should be made of such 
strength that it would burst at aboat 
this pressure, when the force set at lib- 
irty would break down the coal. When 
the cartridge bursts, the wire is fused 
and the electric circuit is broken, so 
that there is no further risk of ignition 
of firedamp or coal dnst.

They Scy There !• No Gratitude In 


the Filipino and That He Will Not 
Stand Hi* Ground and Flfflit-Kf- 
fcct of tho Colt Automatic Gnn'. 
Fire. 


The special correspondent of the St. 


Lonis Post-Dispatch, writing from Ma- 
nila under date of April 8, says: The 
American eurgeons make the care of j 
our own mea the foremost and all im- 
portant business. If then they have any 
time they care for tho wounded Fili- 
pino. I have known onr men when they 
were so tired they could scarcely walk 
to bring them in on stretchers from 
considerable distances. 
But a doctor 


never approaches a wounded Filipino 
without his revolver drawn and before 
treating him makes certain that he is 
not armed. The Filipino is a Malay, 
and he is treacherous. He will fire at ! 
onr troops as long as he can, and when | 
he aees that he is captured he will 
throw away his gun and throw up his 
hands and protest that he has not been • 
firing 
at all. 
j 


The dead Filipinos who are on tbe j 


main road are buried as fast as we ad- 
i 


vance. The stench cornea from their I 
bodies which are in the bushes and out 
of sight, and it must be said that the 
authorities make little effort to find 
them. It were better if a little care 
were taken in this respect to protect the 
health of onr troops if for no other rea- 
son. It is idle to question the feeling of 
our troops toward~the Filipinos. Their 
hatred of them is intense. More than 
one wounded Filipino has fired on the 
American who was doing him a good 
deed. The sentiment of the average vol- 
unteer is expressed by one of them thus: 


"Wo came out here to fight Spain, 


not to fight Filipinos. Now that the 
war with Spain is over we are kept 
back here chasing throngh brush after 
black men who won't stand their 
ground. Our. comrades have been shot 
down in a cause in which- wo don't 
believe. There is no gratitude in the 
Filipino. If we baby him, we will never 
end the war, and what we want to do 
is to end the war with the loss of aa 
few of our comrades as possible and go 
home. The devil may have the country 
so far as we care. We don'.t want it." 


Experiment has been made with 


Chinese as litter bearers. Already each 
regiment has several as cooks and car- 
riers. How they would act under fire 
was a subject for general speculation. 
Almost without exception they did 
their work as calmly as if. the bullets 
were not whistling about them. The 
conduct of onr men, as regards looting, 
is superior. "There ain't anything in 
this country worth taking," said a 
Kansas man, "and if there was, how is 
a man going to carry it off when he's 
on the firing line and has &00 rounds of 
ammunition and a day's rations in his 
haversack?" 


I have yet to hear of a ^wounded 


American soldier groaning or wailing, 
except when he was unconscious. Those 
who were hit are happy; they have a 
souvenir. A man .who" does npt;have 
his wounds attended to at once .some- 
times asserts his right Jis an American 
citizen. 
One who had *been hit. in the 


throat (the bullet '-had" traveled aleng 
his collar bone, under h'a skin and out 
of his nose), hurried down the road in 
search of a doctor a^3 called ou,t, sput- 
tering through the bipod in his month, 
''These first aid p'acklg'es are all right, 
but a man can't doctor himself when 
he is all full of holes!:'.' 


The 100 Filipinos who surrendered at 


Malenta did not surrender to tno'Kan- 
eas 
men—they surrendered 
to 
the 


steady, passionless fire of the Colt, 
which was distributing with the nicety 
of a hose a stream of bullets back and 
forth across the top ot the trenches. 
Smokeless powder- would cot even allow 
them the boon of knowing whence the 
stream came. The Colt threw as many 
bullets as a company of artillery, the 
number of lives exposed being only 
thoso of tbe three men who are required 
to work the gnn. Tho great moral 
effect of both shell and automatic gnn 
fire has been demonstrated in every en- 


L gagement against the Filipinos. 


At Malenta the major, the lieutenant 


and Colonel Funston, with a company 
of the Twentieth Kansas, got about a 
hundred insurgents strongly posted on 
the other side of the river. It was the 
fight of the bridge across the" Tuliaho 
river over again, only it was not so 
great. Lieutenant Davis bad not pump- 
ed his Colt morq than ,two minutes 
when up went a whito flag from the 
works. The Kansas men were not going 
to let a hundred prisoners get away 
from them, and they knew that the 
Montanas and Pennsylvanias, who were 
near at hand, if they could cross tue 
river lirst, might say they had taken

Old and Xcw W«y» of Reaching It. 


The President's Routine ant} tbe 
Varied Kinds of Bathn—Vlew« In 
the Country Roundabout—Old Time 
Stovlea. 


President McKinley selected a charm- 


ing spot in which to re st and recuper- 
ate when ho decided to conie to thia 
valley of the Blue Ridge, at Hot 
Springs, Va. On his southern trip in 
1897, 
of which the Nashville exposition 


•was the objective point, the president 
stopped at Hot Springs overnight, and 
the place so impressed itself upon his 
memory that he took the first oppor- 
tunity to come again. In the quiet of 
their euit of rooms at the extreme end 
of the large hotel, farthest removed 
from the general parlors, the office and 
lounging roorna, Mr, and Mrs. McKin- 
ley are as secluded and free from intru- 
sion as they would be in a camp in. the 
Adirondacks. They are seen only when 
they wish to be seen, and, while sitting 
upon the corner of the great piazza re- 
served for their use, thoy can look out 
upon the panorama and the beauties of 
nature spread before them and be of 
the moving picture without being in it. 


A beautiful sight meets the eyes of 


the president and his wife as they sit 
outside their windows these lovely aft- 
ernoons. They see the green valley, 
never so green and fresh and good to 
look upon as in the flowery month of 
May, 
winding between the high ranges 


of the Blue Ridge that stretch away in 
the hazy distance. They see a clear 
blue sky overhead and all about them 
the active movements of the golfers on 
the links, their red coata marking 
bright spots in the all pervading emer- 
ald. They see the riding and driving 
parties dash by; they hear the music 
that floats across from the casino, and 
they smilingly look upon the goings 
and the comings of the happy faced 
couples who in shady nooks and corners 
have eyes for naught but themselves as 
they whisper an old, old story. 


The picture is all the more striking 


by the occasional flaw caused by a 
glimpse of the lame, the halt and the 
blind going to be healed in the health 
giving waters that gush pure and hot 
from the mountain side. The president 
of the United States went to Hot 
Springs the other day on a special train 
that brought him with all the speed 
and luxury of modern railroad manage- 
ment to the very door of the hotel. He 
bathes daily in a porcelain tub in a 
room with marble walls and floor cov- 
ered with Turkish rugs; he walks all 
the way from his bedchamber to the 
bath through a glass covered prome- 
nade, and he has his choice of the fol- 
lowing methods of treatment: 
Tub 


bath, spout bath, boiler pit, alternate 
douche, hot air, steam, massage, wet 
massage, electricity, medicated bath, 
needle shower, pack, cold plunge, salt, 
inhalation, nasal douche, gymnasium, 
special and rub. Already he has taken 
tbe tub, massage and rub. Whether bo 
goes through the entire list depends 
upon the length of his stay and the 
benefit derived. The president's parlors 
in the hotel are lighted by electricity. 
Steam heat is at his command, and his 
table ia supplied with the best the east- 
ern markets afford. Had a twinge of 
rheumatism led him to try these fa- 
mous baths 30, 20 or even 10 years ago 
he would have found things quite dif- 
ferent. There was no railroad there 
then, no brick bathhouse with tiled 
floors, no electric lights, no casino, no 
steam heat, and, most important of all, 
according to the views of nine out of 
ten of the hotel guests, there were no 
golf links. Rattlesnakes swarmed where 


] the putting greens now are, and the 


• picturesque cottages that dot the hill- 
sides all about did not exist even in tbe 
minds of those who first conceived the 
idea of modernizing the historic old 
southern resort. 


Had Benjamin Harrison desired to 


visit the Hot Springs when he was pres- 
ident he would have been compelled to 
leave the railway train at Milboro sta-* 
tion, on the Chesapeake and Ohio, a 
few miles east of the once celebrated 
Greenbrier White Sulphur springs, and 
"stage it" 20 miles across the moun- 
tains. He would probably have enjoyed 
the ride, too, for in Harrison's day they 
had spiing wagons, while in the good 
old times during which his grandfather 
served a few short weeks as president 
the bone breaking Concords were in use, 
and after riding from Milboro in one 
of them the passengers hardly knew or 
cared whether he had rheumatism or 
not. Had Benjamin Harrison taken the 
ride, which, however, history says b« 
did not, he would have seen at least one 
interesting sight before reaching Warm 
Springs, the fiist important stop on the 
route, 15 nnlrs from the start. He 
would have sren the Blowing cave, a 
natural hall ia tbe rock bluff alongside 
tbe road, from which a cold air blows

Some one has said that there id-no 


place on earth that cannot boast of at 
least one point of interest, and German- 
town is no exception to the rule. Its 
feature is a single stone monument 
erected by a sorrowing father to the 
memory of IKB two sons lost in the war. 
One fell on me Union side, the other 
on the Confederate, and underneath 
the usual notice of their birth and death 
the loving father has inscribed, "God 
knows which was right." 


To the nineteenth century American 


citizen accustomed to the luxury of 
modern travel and modern hotel life it 
is undoubtedly much pleasanter to ride 
into Hot Springs in a private railway 
car, as President McKinley did, than 
to crawl in by stage, as Benjamin Har- 
rison wouM. have done when he was 
president if he had gone at all, bnt 
some of the old timers insist that in 
the old days before the railway and the 
electricity and the golf links came 
there were a charm o? simplicity and a 
dependence upon nature and a real old 
fashioned southern flavor to it all that 
are lacking now. That is true; simplicity 
is not a characterise now, and the 
Springs are no longer essentially a 
southern resort, but the change is un- 
doubtedly for the better. Nature is as 
beautiful as ever there, and the crea- 
ture comforts add to the fascination of 
the place. The grass is as green, the 
sky as blue and the air as dry and brac- 
ing as of yore and the possibilities of 
rest and amusement vastly greater. Be- 
fore what are known to real estate deal- 
ers as the "M. I.'s"—modern improve- 
ments—came the chief recreation of the 
young people who went to Hot Springs 
was strolling about the lawns and 
dreaming love's young dream under 
the tree?, while their parents sat on 
the broad verandas and drank mint 
juleps. 
In those days an old white 


wooled darky presided over the bar, 
which was in the basement or cellar cf 
the Old Homestead and mixed juleps 
just as he used to do for "Mars Tom 
befo' de wah." 
Now rickeys and 


Scotches have driven the julep to the 
wall, and both young and old are so 
busy doing something else that they 
have very little time for lounging on 
the porches and drinking anything. 
Card playing has also been driven out 
by golf and the other latter day amuse- 
ments. 


In the days when the woolly headed 


darky mixed the long, green juleps for 
"de gemmen on de poach" there were 
always in the long summer days a dozen 
parties hard at work with the paste- 
boards, and it kept the old man on the 
jump to,mix 'em fast enough. One 
summer, jnst ten years ago, the late 
Allen G. Thurman, then a senator, 
came here with his wife and his son's 
family to take a course of baths, as he 
was suffering severely from spinal rheu- 
matism. The old man remained several 
weeks and took just one bath under 
protest. He would array himself in 
bath robe and slippers at the direction 
of bis loyal spouse, but would never get 
farther in the direction of the bath- 
house than the front porch. Here he 
would find congenial company and hav- 
ing stopped to play "just one rubber" 
he would remain in spite of all wifely 
appeals, always putting off the bath to 
"the next day," which with him seem- 
ed never to come. 


In those days of simplicity and south- 


ern charm of living there was on the 
corner of the Old Homestead's roof near 
the office door a great bell with a han- 
dle descending to within easy reach of 
the loungers on the porch. Instead of 
touching an electric button when an 
attendant was wanted, the handle 
would be pulled and a noise made that 
was enough to wake the dead. One ring 
was for the office boy, two for the sta- 
ble boy, three for the porter of the cot- 
tages, four for the bathhouse man and 
five for the dusky Mercury who took 
the orders to the old mixer in the base- 
ment barroom. Thus whenever the big 
bell clanged five times, as it did with 
surprising frequency during the long 
drowsy afternoons, everybody in the 
hotel, in the cottages, on the grounds 
and throughout the surrounding neigh- 
borhood knew that the "gemmen" on 
the porch were having another julep.—• 
New York Sun.

THE WISE BIB. ADAIHS. 


Charles Franicis Adams, one o£ the 


vice-presidents of the Boston anti-im- 
perialist league, has shocked his fel- 
low leaguers by sending them a manly 
letter. Mr. Adams does not surrender 
his opinion on the policy of the admin- 
istration, but he thinks the time is 
past when opposition such as the 
league's can accomplish any good. He 
urges his associates to stop their use- 
less. criticism and use their energy to 
gain for the Filipino people the largest 
measure of independent government 
under the protectorate of the United 
States. He admits that there is nothing 
in the policy of President McKinley in 
opposition to the attainment of all tho 
self-government of which the Filipino 
people are capable. Mr. Adams un- 
equivocally states that he is willing to 
co-operate with the administration and 
more than hints that this is the policy 
the anti-imperialists should adopt. Mr. 
Adams is an honest opponent. He still 
belioves his country made a mistake in 
establishing the relations existing be- 
tween her and the Philippines, but he is 
not willing: to take leave of his reason 
•*nd go about indulging in useless and 
discreditable criticism. He sees that 
the die is cast and that as a man and a 
patriot his duty is to use his endeavor 
to win the,,beBt from the way in which 
bit country has cftosen to go, 
-

The first bit of actual work, the driv- 


ing of a stake, in preparation for the 
Pan-American exhibition at 
Buffalo 


was done Thursday afternoon. 


It is decidedly funny to read of the 


"anti-imperialists" talking about "our 
soldiers" in the Philippines. They hav- 
en't a soldier on the face of the earth, 
nor is there a man in sight who would 
take up arms for them. Even Spain 
may rule them. 


Can anybody say whether the Mazet 


investigation is a playground for Law- 
yer Moss or whether it is something of 
public value? It has not disclosed one 
thing that was not known before it be- 
gan and it is not making a dazzling 
record in fixing responsibility. 


Adams will have a rousing Fourth of 


July celebi'ation. Th,e handsome thing 
for the north part of the county to do 
would be to turn in and make it a me- 
morable success. It will be something 
in the line of a celebration of El Can- 
ey and Santiago. 


The Grand Army encampment of Il- 


linois has had the good sense to endorse 
President McKinley. There is no nar- 
rowness about this encampment. It 
takes pride in Dewey, in the heroes of 
Santiago and in the valor of our sol- 
diers in the Philippines. There is enough 
glory to go around. 


The Beverly Citizen contains this in- 


formation: 


"G. A. Baals of Manchester, N. H., 


spoke for the telephone company and 
the mayor asked questions. 
It was 


brought out that Brockton gets a dis- 
count of 75 per cent, on its municipal 
telephones, while Beverly and Salem 
get only 25 per cent.; Worcester and 
Springfield have a 'snap,' but it is a 
secret contract." 


The Newburyport injunction is of in- 


terest to labor men all over the state. 
The injunction restrains the Rockport 
Granite company strikers from coerc- 
ing the men who have taken their plac- 
es and enjoins them from trespassing 
on the property of the company and 
from being "in the vicinity of the 
Wiorks." It is understood how the in- 
timidation and trespassing orders can 
be enforced, but it is not so clear how a 
man may be prevented from appearing 
in the vicinity of the works of the com- 
pany. A man has a right to his per- 
sonal liberty when keeping the peace 
and he may be allowed undisturbed on 
the highway or on the property of oth- 
er men, providing these other men do 
n6t object 


Judge Chapin' has rendered an im- 


portant decision in a case to recover 
from the city of Holyoke. A certain 
contractor had a contract to do certain 
work for the city, and the contractor let 
sub-contracts. The city cancelled the 
contractor and the sub-contractors 
were unable to get their money from 
the mam who lost the work. 
They 


wanted to recover from the city, but 
could not place a mechanic's lien upon 
the city property, the supreme court 
having ruled against this in a case 
against Revere. Consequently the firm 
of sub-contractors dissolved and indiv- 
idually brought suit against'the city for 
personal labor. 
The judge decided 


against this. 


"In case a city paid the full amount 


to a- contractor," he held "there would 
be nothing to prevent sub-contractors 
who claimed they had not received 
what was due them, from bringing 
suit against the city for personal labor, 
and if the courts upheld the point, the 
city would then have to. pay over 
•again." 


"So far as I am concerned, I must 


frankly confess, 'The way out' of the 
present difficulty is not clear, and is 
rapidly growing less so. Nevertheless, 
I am not wholly satisfied that the time 
is opportune for discussing the diffi- 
uKy, inasmuch as we, who have been 
opposed to the course of events from 
the beginning, see our way even less 
clearly, if possible, than those more 
responsible for those events. The tend- 
ency, 'therefore, at our meetings, is to 
protest, criticise, and find fault; all of 
which, in a good way, is yet plainly 
wearing on 'the public patience, and, 
consequently, barren of results. Some- 
thing tangible is called for; and that 
tangible something no one seems to rise 
to suggest. * * * *I do n.ot, there- 
fore, feel disposed at this time further 
to protest, or to indulge in harsh or un- 
necessary criticism. Rather, I would 
heartily co-operate. In this life, we 
can rarely have our own way; but when 
the course of events has made it clear, 
as now, that our way is no longer open, 
it is the course of wisdom to do what 
is in our power to eliminate so far as 
may be the evil wo fancy we see in the 
policy imposed upon us, however orig- 
inally mistaken."—-Letter of Charles 
Francis Adams to the Anti-Imperialists. 


"The congress gathered at the ini- 


tiative of the Czar will meet at the 
Hague hy'tlic end of the week. The 
order and methods of the deliberations 
are not yet fixed upon, and it is prob- 
able that publicity will not at once be 
given to the proceedings; but there is 
a growing feeling that international 
arbitration 
will assume 
constantly 


more and more importance in the con- 
gress. 
An interesting and 
hopeful 


press rumor ib that Great Britain and 
the United States will join informally 
in urging a plan of arbitration; the 
delegates of each nation have, it is 
said, a matured project of this kind, 
and the two are, in essential points, 
harmonious' If fiot identical. That tho 
American delegates are instructed to 


j favor the exemption of private prop- 
erty from seizure at sea 'is probable 
from the historical attitude of 
the 


United States on this subject. We wish 
that tlie United States might have 
been able also to present an example 
of voluntary refraining from the exer- 
cise of this power now authorized by 
international law. It is trrfe that, after 
the first few weeks of the war with 
Spain, the seizure of merchant ships 
played a small part in the history of 
the contest; but in the haste of opening 
hostilities a fine opportunity was lost 
of declaring to the world that naval 
warfare should no more be directed 
against private property than is land 
warfare. England has heretofore op- 
posed this reform, and at the time of 
the Paris treaty of 1S56 held to the old 
doctrine with France against nearly 
all the other great nations. It is hoped 
that at last Great Britain is ready to 
accept the doctrine laid down by John 
Bright, Cobden, and many other Eng- 
lish statesmen, and 
to 
affirm that 


'pillage at sea is henceforth to form no" 
part of civilized warfare"—to quote a 
recent letter to the Times—from Mr. 
Ismay, the great shipbuilder. If the 
congress at the Hague does nothing 
more than promulgate this one doc- 
tiine, it will have made at least one 
step forward toward universal hu- 
manity."—The Outlook.

TO EXEMPT TRADE UNIONS 


Senator Whittlesey's Attitude in Regard 


to Recent Labor Legislation. 


In the senate yesterday 
Senator 


"Whittlesey of Berkshire urged recon- 
sideration of the engrossment of a bill 
to exempt certain trades unions from 
the laws relative to fraternal bene- 
ficiary organizations. 
This was op- 


posed by Senator Moran of Bristol. 
Senator Whittlesey urged that either 
the bill be reconsidered and amended, 
or else the title should be changed to 
a bill to exempt trades unions "from 
all insurance and corporation laws," 
for that is what is realy asked. He 
asked if this was not what the bill 
really provided and 
Senator Moran 


admitted that it was. Senator Kene- 
flck said the bill only exempted trades 
unions from insurance laws. It was 
not a fatal objection that the title did 
not cover all us provisions. The pro- 
posed amendment would take the life 
from the bill. 


Senator V/hittlesey frankly admitted 


that this was his purpose and demand- 
ed that Senator lloran tell him if the 
real intent of the trades unions was 
not to accumulate a large fund under 
the guise of a death and disability 
fund, to be used for strike purposes. 
He believed they should be stopped 
from doing this. 


Senator Moran said strikes were the 


last resort. To build up a strike fund 
was not the purpose of this bill. It 
could accumulate this fund now, and 
the bill would not prevent it. 


By a vote of 5 to 17 reconsideration 


was refused. 
Mr. Whiltlesey gave 


notice that he should move a recon- 


i sideration on Monday.

latest news from Washington has been 
telegraphed to the various cities. 


Governor General Brooke is thus far 


unaware, save through the press tele- 
grams, of any dissatisfaction on the part 
of General Algsr w ith his (Brooke's) plan 
to have the arms deposited in the care 
of the mayors of the municipalities; nor 
has he received any other mkline of the 
secretary's purpose to lay the matter 
before 
President 
McKinley. Conse- 


quently unless irstructions to the con- 
tiary are receive,! from the Washington 
administration ths governor general's 
order respecting, the distribution of the 
$3,000,000, as modified, will be issued to- 
day. The secretary of war has been in- 
formed as to the substance of this order 
in the usual course of business. 


Havana papers publish the Washing- 


ton news, some of them commenting edi- 
torially upon it. As the point about 
where the arms are to be kept appears 
to be thought of vital importance in 
Washington, the conviction announced 
there that the mayors cannot be trusted 
with them is a cause of fresh discontent, 
just at the moment when the various I 
complications appeared to be unravelled. 
The mayors are the appointees of the 
governor general; an J when the mili- 
tary assembly dissolved they were made 
its representatives to receive the arms. 


Article four of the agreement between 


General Gomez and Robert P. Porter, 
President McKinley's special represen- 
tative, runs as follows: "The Cubans 
shall surrender their arms to the Cuban 
assembly or to its representatives." 


General Gomez, who, at the time of 


coming.to tfce agreement with Mr. Por- 
ter, had not quarreled with the assembly,

tTSE OP STALE BREAD. 


Somebody has said that the best Judge 


of th? American table is the swill man, 
implying that the ordinary American 
family throws away so much of what is 
placed on the table that the gatherer of 
swill knows just how the kitchen is con- 
ducted. Now, while I am not inclined to 
be so radical as the man I have quoted, 
I do know that the waste of many an 
American family would feed in luxury 
many an old world family of equal num- 
bers. 


To the eyes of a European the bread 


and other things that are 
recklessly 


dumped into the waste bucket seem suffi- 
ciently good to be used in preparing deli- 
cacies that would be appetizing. It is 
not just to say that the Yankee housewife 
is wasteful, but better to say that she 
wastes because she does not learn how 
to make good use cf the left overs. The 
subject of leftovers is so broad that space 
here will only permit a reference to one 
Branch of it, and I ask you to consider for 
a moment the use of stale bread. 


Slices of bread, no matter how stale, 


make good toast if held for a minute over 
glowing coals. Pile them neatly on a 
plate and send to the table hot, or dip 
each slice quickly in a dish of boiling 
water, to which has been added a large 
lump of butter and a little salt. This is 
called water toast, and should be served 
in a heated covered dish. If milk toast is 
preferred, pile these dipped slices in a 
deep dish; boil a pint of milk, stir m a 
teaspoonful of corn starch moistened 
with cold milk or «ater, a larae lump cf 
butter and a little salt. Stir ail together 
until it begins to thicken, then pour over 
the toast. 


Slices of s-tale bread are delicious 


spread with butter and browned in a 
quick oven, with a thin slice of cheese 
on each, and put back in the oven long- 
enough to melt the cheese. They are 
nice also dipped in a batter made of one 
egg, one cup of milk, one cup of flour and 
one-half teaspconful of salt; fried in hot 
butter or drippm< until a 'ight brown, 
and used as a breaKfast or tea dish, or 
eaten with molasses or sugar as dessert. 


Slices of toast_are appetizing with 


poached eggs on top, or a spoonful of 
hash, minced fish, Welsh rarebit, as- 
paragus, etc. Or they may be cut in 
small squares and added to the soup as 
it goes to the table. 


Crotons, used with strained soups, are 


small squares of stale bread fried brown. 


Slices of bread spread with butter may 


be laid on the top of good custard and 
baked in the usual manner. Or they may 
be laid alternately with stewed or pre- 
served fruit, a custard poured over them, 
and baked. Bits and broken pieces of 
bread should be spread on a pie plate or 
baking pan and browned slowly in the 
oven, with the door open; rolled (wnile 
still hot) on a bread board, and put away 
in tin boxes or air tight jars. They will 
be found far nicer than cracker crumbs 
for dipping oysters, chops, cutlets, small 
fish or anything else which is fried in 
egg and crumbs. They are also delicious 
stirred in browned butter and sprinkled 
over the top of meat dumplings, or used 
for potatoes au gratin, tomato farci, etc. 
They also make delicate and delicious 
puddings. 


The above are but a few of many point- 


ers on this subject, but they will, if fol- 
lowed, open up a field that will deprive 
the waste-bucket of something that has 
formed a part of its contents; in the past.

CAULIFLOWER PICKLE. 
Cut cauliflower fine and stew in hot 


water until it'is tender. Then for every 
head of the cauliflower, mix into a paste 
one-half pound of mustard, one quart of 
vinegar and one-half pound qf sugar. 
Let this come to the boiling point, then 
pour it over the cauliflower, which 
should first be packed in pickle jars or 
bottles. This will keep for years. - 


PINEAPPLE SPONGK 


Soak one-quarter of a box of gelatine 


In one-quarter of a cupful of cold water. 
Drain the syrup from one can of pine- 
apple ; If not sufficiently sweet add more 
sugar; measure, and add water if neces- 
sary to make one and one-half cupfuls. 
Heat to the scalding point and pour ovef 
the soaked gelatine, and stir until dis- 
solved. Strain, and when it is cold and 
begins to thicken, add one-half of a cup- 
ful of cream whipped to a stirE froth, 
and the whitfc of three eggs beaten until 
very stiff. Stir carefully together, and 
•when quite thick, add a cupful of the 
pineapple cut into tiny bits. Turn into 
wetted molds and stand in a cold place. 
If it is desired to use the fresh pine- 
apple, it should be cut into pi?^es and 
stewed with the water and sugar for 15 
minutes, as the uncooked fruit contains 
a peculiar ferment which digests and. 
destroys the thickening property of the 
gelatine. 


ROASTED HAM. 


Soak the ham in cold water for abou? 


12 hours.changing the water three times: 
then trim it neatly, tie it up in a cloth 
and cook in boiling water for three houra 
or so, according to the size. When cooked 


i remove the cloth and the skin and trim 


the fat to have it perfectly smooth. Now- 
lay the ham m a rather deep baking 
dish, set in a hot oven till nicely browned 
and crisp. Take the ham up on a hot 
dish, set the baking pan on top of the 
stove and in it prepare a sauce with a • 
pint of rich thickened stock, the juice 
o£ half a lemon, a few drops of onion 
juice and two tabl'espoonfuls of cold 
boiled carrot cut in dice shapes. 


JUNKET WITH FRESH STRAWBER- 


RIES. 


Make a plain junket, flavoring with 


' va.r.i!1a__and pour into individual junket 
glasses, filling each one two-thirds full. 
When just ready to serve fill with lus- 
cious ripe strawberries dusted with 
powdered sugar, and then heap over this 
whipped cream; if you wish, dot the 
top with a few of the berries. Rasp- 
berries may be substituted for the straw- 
berries, but canned or preserved rasp- 
berries or strawberries may be added to 
the milk and allowed to form in a plain 


, junket. 


CUSTARD PIE. 


Two tablespoo'ns of. condensed milk, 


dissolved in one pint of water; three eggs 
well beaten, one-half cup sugar, nutmeg 
to taste. Th-is makes a large pie, and 
does not whey.

TOAST SAUTE. 


Brown a slice of bread in two teble- 


spooufulff of butter; remove it and put in 
the saucepan, two tablespoonfula of 
grated ham, two tablespoonfuls of 
grated cheese, two eggs beaten with 
four tablespoonf-als of cream, half a 
teaspoonful of French mustard and a 
pinch of salt. Stir until creamy and 
spread on the toast. 


COMANCHE PUFFS. 


Into a double boiler put one quart of 


milk; when scalding hot stir in eight ta- 
blespoonfuls of yellow cornmeal and 
four of sugar and a teaspoonful of salt; 
cook twenty minutes. When cool stir in 
four eggs: yolks and whites beaten sep- 
arately; pour into buttered cups and 
bake twenty minutes. 


SPICE DROP CAKES. 


Yolks of three eggs, one-half cup short-. 


e.ning, one cup molasses, one-half cup 
sweet milk, three cups flour, two tea- 
spoonfuls baking powder. Spice with 
nutmeg, cinnamon, cluves, and flavor 
with lemon. Drop in buttered tins and 
bake very quickly.

IN LOTS OF MILLIONS.

Frightened His Family and Sent to 


Jail. Wheel Thief Sentenced. 


Word was sent to the police station 


about midnight last night that Charles 
H. Turner was creating a disturbance 
at his home. The complaint came from 
Turner's wife, and officers went to the 
house at once. They found Turner in 
bed, but very lively, and learned from 
the family that he had been holding 
them in terror, and that his son had 
been forced to Jump from a second 
story window in order to escape the 
man. 


Turner resisted arrest fiercely, and 


refused to put on any clothes, so that 
finally the officers were forced to put 
him in a hack wearing a very scanty 
array of garments. 


He appeared iu court this morning in 


his bare feet, and with no coat or vest 
on. He pleaded guilty, but made much 
of the fact that he was peacefully in 
bed when the officers arrived. 
His 


record was not any better than it 
should be, however, and he was sent 
to jail for 60 days on the charge of 
drunkenness. The charge of disturbing 
the peace was filed away. 


Arthur Buxton, the hoy bicycle thief, 


retracted his former plea of not guilty 
and pleaded guilty to larceny from 
building, according to "the confession 
made to the police Thursday. Major 
Southrnayd of Springfield, a 
state 


;iTent, investigated the case, and re- 
commended that the boy be sent to 
Concord, as he had a very bad record 
and had even discouraged his parents. | 
ThP boy had nothing to say in his own | 
behalf and was therefore sentenced to 
Concord. 


Edward Lunney made a defense on 


the charge of vagrancy by saying that 
he left his work on strike with others 
in one of the local shops, and refused 
to go back. He also said he had work 
waiting for him, hut the judge con- 
cluded from his record that work had 
too often been forced to wait for him, 
so he was sent to jail for 60 days. 


The cases against the array of boys 


who are charged with entering 
the 


house of Joseph Noel were again con- j 
tinued, this time till June 3. A charge 
of malicious mischief against Joseph 
JToquin was also again continued to 
the same date. 


DON'T USE NEW YORK SIDEPATH 


Unless You Have Paid $1. Warning for 


Local Wheelmen. 


Bicycle riders from this city who are 


planning wheel rides to include cross- 
ing the-line into New York state will 
do well to remember the new sidepath 
law of that state. It costs $1 to be al- 
lowed to ride on the sidepaths, and to 
use them without the payment of that 
amount is a misdemeanor, and«pumsh- 
able by a fine. This law applies to 
non-residents of the state as well as 
to residents, so that local wheelmen 
will be obliged to use the ordinary 
roads or else pay the required assess- 
ment for the privilege of using the 
paths. 


Upon the payment of the dollar fee 


the cyclist is given a badge which is to 
be worn on the wheel so that the right 
to ride on a cycle path cannot be ques- 
tioned. Should a bicyclist who has not 
the necessary badge ride on any cycle 
path, he may be arrested, the law 
making it a misdemeanor for any per- 
son to use the paths about the state 
unless he is rightfully entitled to do so. 
Ml moneys collected or which may ac- 
crue from the sale of badges, will be 
used as a fund for the purpose of mak- 
ing such repairs to bicycle paths as 
they may need from time to time. 


J. D. C'hism, Jr., of Albany, chairman 


of the sidepath committee, in writing 
to a local friend regarding the use of 
sidepaths by riders from other states 
says: ''In regard to non-residents of 
New Tork state riding on the sidepath 
constructed under the provisions of the 
Ellasworth sidepath law, that while it 
seems a hardship to require non-resi- 
dents to procure a license badge for 
their wheels, upon due consideration 
you will no doubt agree with me that it 
is quite the contrary. The non-resi- 
dents may ride at the present time on 
any road in New York state, such as the 
roads are, without a license badge. 
After the wheelmen have expended 
thousands of dollars in building the 
sidepaths you will readily recognize 
that the non-residents will receive more 
than his money's worth, yes ten-fold, 
in the improved riding which he will 
enjoy under this system. Consequently 
we feel justified in enforcing the law 
under 
all. circumstances, 
especi- 


fully as it is possible to give such 
notices." 


ONE OF CHEIF KENDALL'S GIFTS 


SAVED THE STATE $500, 


COULDN'T IDENTIFY MAN, 


Dead ''Williamstown Burglar" Was an 


Itinerant Weaver. Unknown Here. 


Senator Whittlesey Exhibits His Talent 


as an Art Critic. 


A good many readers, writes Colonel 


Bliss to the Pittsfield Sun, are doubtless 
not aware of the history of legislation 
in connection with a large number of 
the measure which come before 
the 


members for consideration. The me- 
thods for disposing of bills that do not 
meet with approval are varied and nu- 
numerous. We will take one example 
which took place last week because it 
tells how Senator Whittlesey took a 
second look and saved the state $500. 
The bill providing for the purchasing of 
certain pictures was being considered 
and Senator Keliher of Suffolk protest- 
ed against Senator Whittlesey's amend- 
mend to provide that the purchase 
price of the» Robert Salmon picture of 
Boston shall not exceed $500. 


Senator Whittlesey said he had looked 


at the picture since the last debate, 
and, in his opinion, it was not worth 
$200. He likewise objected to the in- 
sertion, of the words "of great histor- 
ical value" in. the bill. Senator Kene- 
flck of Hampden moved to strike out 
the reference to the Salmon picture. If 
the state is going iato the picture busi- 
ness, he said, it must have an. art com- 
mission, for it will not always have trie 
senate of 1899 to decide upon the value 
of paintings. By a vote of 12 to 14 
the senate insisted that the fainting 
was " ofa great historical value;" by 
14 to 13, it limited the cost to $400; by 
19 to 18, President Smith breaking a 
tie, the Salmon picture was struck out 
of the bill. The bill was then engrossed. 


Does the r&ader observe the peculiar 


logic of the above? The senate evident- 
ly would not agree with the expert 
judgment of Senator Whittlesey re- 
garding the money \alue of the pic- 
ture and it also insisted that the pic- 
ture was of great historical value. 
Having thus paid its compliments to 
the artist the senate in a flash turned 
about and said to the handsome sena- 
tor from Pittsfield: 
"You are right, 


William A., there is nothing historic or 
valuable about the old thing," and the 
picture was consequently kicked out 
doors.
